POWER COMMITTEE 
" MAKES REPORT 


Commercial Club Listens to In­ 
teresting Report Prom Dr. 
Camp anti Mr. Ousdahl 


THE 
FIGURES 
LOOK 
GOOD 


Commercial Club Will Meet Twice 
a Month in Future it is 
Now Expected 


Last evening was the regular meeting 
of the Commercial Club ami consider 
able business of importance was up for 
consideration. 
T h e first thing to o ccu ­ 
py the attention of the club was the re­ 
port of the com m ittee on power 
for 
electric lights. 
T h e doctor in introduc 
tion stated th at in his opinion the elec­ 
t e d light and 
water plants should be 
combined under 
municipal 
ownership 
and therefore they had been considered 
jointly. 
He then road the following re­ 
port interspersing it with frequent e x ­ 
planations and comments: 
“T h e problem of solving the power 
question, etc., required for an electric 
light plant, as well as water works s ta ­ 
tion, is a m atter which requires careful 
consideration. 
A fter a preliminary e x ­ 
amination of the m atter, the following 
is submitted to you for your considera­ 
tion: 
We recommend th a t tho water works 
be owned and operated by the city, in 
connection with its electric light plant. 
W e recommend the construction of a 
suitable power house centrally located, 
in 
which the 
required 
m achinery for 
the two plants enfi be operated together, 
under the supervision of one m anage­ 
ment. 
We 
recommend 
th a t such a power 
house be located on the slope of the ra­ 
vine between the railroad track and the 
Kingwood St. bridge. 
W e recommend th a t tho supply of 
water for said works shall be taken from 
the river above the 
dam or R ice lake, 
and conveyed in a suitable pipe along 
the river bank and ravine to a reservoir 
located at the proposed power station. 
W e have been informed 
that such a 
pipe line will have a fall of about twelve 
feet, and th at a vitrified, salt glazed 
sewer pipe, made especially for water 
conduits will answer the requirements, 
Joeing much cheaper 
than a cast iron 
pipe. 
W e recommend gas engines as the 
cheapest motive 
power for such a sta ­ 
tion. 
These engines are operated with 
“producer gas,” generated in a gas pro­ 
ducer, using any 
kind of coal or coke, 
and from which 
no smoke em anates. 
A nthracite pea or buckw heat coal is 
generally used. 
W e have received a written proposi­ 
tion from a leading gas engine company, 
in which they guarantee their engines 
not to exceed I 11 lbs. of good coal per 
h o rse power hour. 
To illustrate: W ith 
1250 lbs. of coal, they 
guarantee to de­ 
velop IOO horse power for a period of IO 
hours. 
Estim ating anthracite pea coal 
at $0.00 per ton, one horse power will 
cost for a period of IO hours, .’I 
cents, 
and thus the fuel cost of one kilowatt 
will be about half of one cent. 
W ith power at such a low figure, elec­ 
tricity can 
be 
produced, 
and 
water 
pumped by means of triplex 
power 
pumps ut a remarkably low figure, as 
shown by the following statem ent: 
As near as we can ascertain the fol­ 
lowing quantities of electricity 
and 
water, are the quantities consumed in 
our city at 
present, on 
the basis of 
which we will fornuUnle our estim ate 
for a period of 30 days, with a continu 
ous run of 720 hours. 
- 
T h e average num ber of kilowatts pro­ 
duced per month at 
the city electric 
light station for the year 1905, was 106,- 
280 kilowatts. 
We 
will deduct from 
this amount 20 per cent, as a loss in 
transm itting the electric current, etc ; 
we will further deduct 108 kilowatts 


used in lighting|eight street arc lamps for 
a period of 300 hours, which will leave a 
net consumption of 84,916 kilowatts per 
moth. 
Estim ating the average rate per 
kilowatt at .06 cents, (which is about 
the average rate charged now), we have 
to our credit 84,916 kilowatts, at .06 
cents, amounting to $5,094.96 per month. 
T he city use 
for street lighting pur­ 
poses 76 serious enclosed arc lamps, or a 
total of Bl 
lamps, for which 
private 
companies in other cities charge on an 
average of $80.00 per lamp per year. 
On 
the basis of this, the 84 
lamps 
would 
cost our city $6720.00 per year, or $560 
03 per month. 
Tho average water consumption 
in 
our city for 24 hours is said to be about 
one million gallons, or 30 millions per 
month. 
From this 30 millions 
we will 
deduct two millions, as a quantity used 
by the fire department for fire purposes, 
which leaves a balance of 28 million gal 
Ions. 
lf metres were used or could be had, 
tho Minnesota W ater Works Co s. rates 
would bo from 50 to 25 cents 
per KXX) 
gallons, according to quantities used, or 
an average of 37 
cents per 
1000 gal­ 
lons. 
We will base this estim ate on one 
half of this amount, or 18 *4 cents per 
1000 gallons, and as we have a balance 
of 28 million gallons, we will have to our 
credit for tho month $4250.00. 
We have about IX) hydrants for which 
the city pays a hydrant rental of $6100.- 
00 por year, or $508.33 per 
month.

St. Petersburg, Jan. IO.— The success 
which thus far has attended the c a m ­ 
paign against the violent revolution­ 
ists has plainly encouraged the belief 
t h a t the worst Is over for the winter 
except 
in the 
Baltic provinces, 
the 
Caucasus and the Bon Regio, where 
the prevailing anarch y is likely to con­ 
tinue 
indefinitely. 
Some 
semblance 
of order is being gradually restored to 
the empire. 
The socialists and revo­ 
lutionists stoutly 
maintain that the 
present lull is only 
a truce over the 
holidays aud from mysterious hiding 
plat es the leaders continue issuing or­ 
ders to refuse all compromise with im­ 
perialism, to boycott the national as­ 
sembly and 
to prepare for 
a great 
a rm ed insurrection. 
T he government, 
however, professes confidence that the 
revolutionists will not quickly recover 
the loss ol strength and prestige which 
they have suffered. 
Disorders on a 
small scale and acts of terrorism are 
expected to continue and something in 
the nature of a general demonstration 
is anticipated Jan. 22, but a great up­ 
rising in the im m ediate future is re­ 
garded in governm ent circles as im­ 
possible. 
The next real crisis is not 
expected until the national assembly 
meets or the spring sets the peasants 
in motion.

Jan. IO.— A report ron- 
rerning the Minnesota national forest 
reserve, recently made to President 
Roosevelt at

White, president of the Missouri Lum­ 
ber and Mining company of Cass Lake, 
Minn., was made public during the day 
ny direction of the president. 
The reserve recently was assailed 
rn the' ground that the term s under 
which it was created worked grave in­ 
justice to the Indians. 
It was urged 
•Iso that the land included in the re­ 
serve was better 
suited for agricul­ 
tural than for 
forest purposes. 
The 
o re ,! 
service has been attacked on 
the ground that its work in the su p er­ 
vision of lo ging and the selection of 
-ped tr i e s \tas inefficient and predes­ 
tined to failure. 
•‘As a tv. ult of this agitation,” says 
he statement 
issued at 
the White 
H ouse, ‘ the president requested Mr. 
fohn Th White to make a personal in­ 
vest La! ion 
of the 
situation on 
the 
round and to report lite fact to him. 
Mr. Whit* ha-, had thirty-five years ox- 
ericnce in practical lumbering. 
Ho is 
'resident ot ’he Missouri Lumber and 
Mining company, and one of tile most 
prominent as well as one of the most 
far-sight.ed of the great, lumbermen of 
the United States.” 
Mr. W hite undertook the work as­ 
signed 
him by 
the president, 
f h o 
asked him particularly to investigate 
these points: 
First- in the creation of the reserve 
have the Indians been given a “square 
deal?" 
Second— Is the character of the soil 
and its value for the production of tim­ 
ber such that the creation of the re­ 
serve is itself the best perm anent use 
that could be made of the land? 
Third— Has the supervision of log­ 
ging on the reserve by the forest serv­ 
ice been effective, both In the avoid­ 
ance of wasteful methods and in pro­ 
viding for a second crop. 
In response to these inquiries Mr. 
White, in his report, replies affirma­ 
tively 
to ea'-h. 
The report 
is very 
elaborate, dealing in detail with the 
propositions confronting those who est­ 
ablished the reserve. 
As to the re­ 
serve itself Mr. White says: 
"This reserve is fortunately located 
en the headwaters of the Mississippi 
river and the government has wisely 
built extensive dams to create reser­ 
voirs in 
Lake Winnebigoshish, 
Cass 
lake, Leech 
lake and other 
smaller 
lakes, to hold back the waters in the 
spring of the year to prevent inunda­ 
tions and damage to the large farm 
ing area of the lower Mississippi. 
"I 
consider this 
location 
a most 
fortunate selection as a national forest 
reserve to protect the headwaters of 
the Mississippi and 
to grow- timber 
thereon, and it is only to be regretted 
that the 
area cannot be 
greatly en­ 
larged."
